burdened with two billions and six hun­ 
dred millions. Sunny Italy’s is one billion 
and nine hundred millions, Russia’s is now 
two billions and one hundred millions.

A HUMAN ELECTRIC BATTERY. 


S t r a n g e S t o r y fr o m a C a n a d ia n V il­ 
la g e —A G ir l C h a r g e d w it h e l e c t r i c ­ 
it y .

We have betn lavored with the details 
of one of the strangest cases of which we 
h ive ever heard, and one which is sure to 
excite a good deal of interest union a med­ 
ical men. 
The particulars ot the case are 
given below: 
It seems that about two years since, a 
daughter ot Mr. Richard Clare, Caroline 
by name, aud then seventeen years of age, 
lving on lot No. 23, on the second conces­ 
sion of Redney, was taken ill. 
Her dis­ 
ease could not be correctly diagonized, and 
had many peculiar features, 
lier appetite 
fell off, and she lost flesh, till from a strap 
ping girl ct one hundred and thirty pounds 
weight she barely weighed eighty-seven 
pounds. 
There did not seem to be any or­ 
ganic complaint. The bodily functions 
were not impaired, and although she ate 
less than formerly, the falling off in this 
respect was not such as in itself would 
alarm her friends. 
After the lapse of a 
few months she took to her bed. 
Then it 
was that a change occurred in her mental 
condition. Formerly she was noted for a 
lack of conversional powers, but now fils 
or spasms come over her, on the passing 
away of which her eyes would become set 
and glazed, her body almost rigid ; and 
while in that state she would converse el­ 
oquently. and give vivid descriptions of 
far off scenes, far exceeding in beauty a n y 
thiDg which she had ever seen or presum­ 
ably ever beard of. 
On the passing 
away 
of 
this 
state, she 
exhibited 
a great degree of lassitude and indisposition 
to move, and was taciturn and surly in 
reply to any questions. This continued 
until about a month since, when an extra­ 
ordinary change took place. 
The girl, 
although still not gaining flesh, appeared 
to rally. 
She became light-hearted and 
gay, and her friends anticipated an early 
release from the room in which she bad 
been so long confined. 
Their expectations

I asked how 
much, and he said about $090, aud I sale 
if there was only $099,1 would pay it out 
of an appropriation ut $890, and have no 
trouble ab >ul It. I baa made up my mind 
about what wora should be doue, aud was 
doing it as well as I knew how, and 
think gave fair satisfaction as far as I had 
gone. At our last regular meeting Ald. 
Fitzgibbon wished the bridge on Galena 
street fixed. On last Monday I went there 
with two learns to make the necersary re­ 
pairs, and found Mr. {Stack there with his 
team. I asked him who sent him to

nothing to say. The tax payers may seek 
their own redress. But what I wish to 
bring before this < cunni is that Alderman 
Fitzgibbon have no more power to expend 
money in our ward, and I now move that 
Alderman Fitzgibbon have no power to 
contract indebtedness during the term 
which he is now serving. 
Ald. Davies corrected Ald. Burns in 
regard to certain statements ma le concern 
mg himself. He denied that there were 
bills due him, and unallowed, to the amount 
of $175. 
After some further discussion 
between the two aldermen as to the amount 
due Davies, Ald. Burns remarked that 
leaving those bills out of the account the 
Fifth ward debt amounted to $400. He 
then proceeded to comment further, and 
urged that Ald. Fitzgibbon should show 
why he should not be fined for running 
the ward in debt, and why his bondsmen 
should not be liable. His talk was broken 
into by Ald. Fitzgibbon who said ho would 
not ait and be abused any further, and 
called the gentleman to order.

Burns 
proceeded to explain that he had no per­ 
sonal feeling in the matter, but the tax­ 
payers insisted that Fitzgibbon should 
explain why he had thus run the ward in 
debt. 
Ald Fitzgibbon opened his reply with:
